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THE UNIVERSITY AIM 



À recent press dispatch announced the creation in New 
York City of • University of Applied Chriatiahity. One of the 
particulars in which this University is to surpass all others, is the 
requiremerjt of all students to serve some form of public good, 
doing so without pay and while undergraduates. Another advance 
claimed is the opportunity for students to earn money to pay 
their way and so take burdens off parents, avoid waste of earn- 
ing power and make it possible for all students to gain the high- 
est standing. The motives behind these so-called advances are 
doubtless commendable, but it is difficult to see how they may 
be put into practice without seriously" impairing the worth of a 
university education. The raarfs of material which the presemt-day 
student musjl collect together in the short time allotted to him 
j^ust either be abridged or the time lengthened, under a system 
'which requires part of the student's time to be spent in social 
service. Any university training of. any value must prepare the 
studen|t to be of service to his community, and we cannot see 
but that his worth as a citizen will be materially enhanced if ac-^ 
tive participation is delayed until after graduation. 

The practice of allotting part of the day to lectures and 
parf to remiinerative employment, is neither new .nor unobjecr. 
tionable. Its sole advantage is to spread the cost of an education 
over such a period of time that the student can defray the ex; 
penses from his own earnings. In this respect it may bring educa- 
tional facilities within jthe means of those for whom an uninter- 
rupted course would be^financially impossible. But in view of 
the fact that the pote^ial^'dow^^^^ iaid to be equal to that 

^«jr the^-leading American universities, it becomes jthe more evi- 
dent that this great advance is but another attempt to attune 
higher education to the materialisjtic tendency of the times. Cri- 
■itics of the existing system seize upon the apparent irrelevancy of 
some subjects of university curricula to show that the higher 
educational institutions fail |lo appreciate the importance of pre- 
sent-day tendencies, or recognizing them, remain apathetic to the 
heeds of. ihe hour. 

The source of misunderstanding would appear to lie in a 
rai^hcep.tion of what a university education should consist. 
SonSlRSEre^réi who if permi|tted. would change our universities 
into veritable trade schools wherein so-called practical things 
would be taught to the complete exclusion of the humanities. 
Nearly all large universities give instruction in engineering. law 
and medicine; but while an effort is made to keep abreast of (the 
times, more attention is rightly placed upon a firm groundwork 
of principles as a basis for numberless 'variations in practical ap- 

t^plication. 

There are better places to learn blacksmithing. salesmanship 

and typing than in a university, but |there are few places wherein 
in the short space of four years, one mày obtain such an inten- 
sive character training as is obtained in the old-established and 
recognized university. John Henry Newman writing in 1854 on 
"The Idea of a University Defined and Illustrated" dwelt at 
lengjth on the proper university aim. "If", he said. "A practical 
end must be assigned to a university course. I say it is that of 
training good members of society. It is the art of social life, and 
its end is fitness for Ine world. A university training is the ordinary 
means to a great but ordinary end; ijt aims at raising the intellec- 
tual toiie of society, at cultivating the public mind, at purifying 
the^national taste, at supplying true principles to popular en- 



thusiasm and fixed aims to popular aspiration.'
